* A BRITISH STEAME4 FIRED PON BY A 
FRENCH CRUISER. 


That the French are actually desirqus of 
pecking a ‘querrel with Great Britaln fs « matter 
open to grave doubt, but Judging by the awkward 
questions the Government of the ‘Republic has 
recently ralsed in connection with affairs in 
Africa, Madagascar, and Siam, {t would almost 
seem as if, throwing prodence to the ‘winds, 
France were anxious to agein. measure her 
strength with “perfidtous Albion." And the 
section of the commander of the French cruiser 
Forfait, which left Hongkorig for Saigon early on 
Monday toming after remaining In harbour 
only a few honri, {n firing two shots 
across the bows of the British steamer 7aiywan, 
Captain Nelson, on Saturday last on the bigh 
seas, presumedly because the Britlah vecsel 
omitted to pay the usual courtesy of dipping her 
flag toa. forelgn__was-veusel, would certalnly_ 
appear most unjustifiable from the warship of a 
friendly Power. The facts of tha case are, we 
understand, asfollow:— = - 

About 5.30 a.m, on the 20'h the China Navig- 
ation Co.’s steamer 7afysan, (hen on her way 
from Mofl to Hongkong, overtook the French 
crulser Forfatt about a0 miles to the north of 
Hongkong. The Forfatt was then some six miles 
on the port quarter and at 11 o'clock she hauled 
over towards the Zafyyan, placing herself on the 
starboard quarter. About one o'clack the crulser 
fired one of her small guns, which the Captaln of 
the Tafyuan took no notice of, and at 3.05 pm.

THE NAVAL FIGHTS } INTERVIEW WITH 
MR, G, HOFFMANN, 


Mr. G. Hoffmann, who was on board the 
Tstywen doving the fight off Yashan, on the 26th 
of July, and at the battle near the Yaloo on the 
17th of September, fs now in. Shanghal on bis 
way home, having resigned his position as 
Chief Superintending Engineer in the Chinese 
Savy. On the r7th instant he was teen by a 
representative of the WV. C. Datly News, ta 
whom he gave some Interesting Information con- 
cerning the fights in which the 7tfywen hed 
taken part. Ty : 

In regard to the encounter of the 25th of Joly, 
it fs important to note that he distinctly states 
that the Japanese were the aggressors, three 

a meeting the Tsfyven and open- 
te without giving any notice, although war 
not declared antll the rst of August. The 

Tetlywon and Xwangyi left Yashan at about 
hathpast four on the moralng of the 25th of July, 
shaving a course for Wel-hal-wei.. At about 
half-past elght o'clock Mr. Hoffman's boy told 
him that three Japanese vessels were in sight. 
Looking through the window on the port 
side he saw the Japanese men-of-war, about 45 
degrees to the fore, coming on In single line. 
“The first was the Vorhkino, but the others be did 
not know, They came on, and as gcon as the 
leader was abreast of the: 7 siyues, the three 
simultaneously opened fire. Everything was then 
{xi confusion on board the 7's/yssen, as nO prepara 
tlons bad been made for a fight, the sea lashings 
belng on the guns, and no ammunition belng up. 
It wae about half-an-hour before the Trtyuen 
could retorn the fire. The Tiiywen had her 
steering gear badly damaged, and the two 
unknown Jepanese vessels went off !o pursuit of 
the Xuangyt and Tscoklang, the latter of 
which was captured, whilst the former was ran 
ashore, For guite an hour the Tlywen fought 
the Yoshino, compelling the latter to withdraw 
witha gooddealofdamage. After effectlngsome 
sort of repairs the Yorhking agein started after the 
Teiyuen, firlng some ahots which went wide of tbe 
mark, At aboot balf-past twelve the Yoshino 
came within 860 or goo yards, and made pre- 
parations to discharge a t rpedo, Meanwhile 
the 7sfywen was circling round at full speed, 
keeping her broadside from che Japanese vessel, 
thus rendering fatile an attempt to use a torpedo, 
The Yoshino approached c'oser stil, wherevpon 
the Telyuen's after gue, 1sem. Krupp, fired three 
‘rounds at her, hitting the Japanese vessel near 
the bridge and jofilcting grest damage. Upon 
this the Vorskino drew off towards the shore, and 
the 7elynen renamed her Journey to Wel-hal-wel. 
Mr Hoffmann speaks highly of the worklug of 
the Tefyuen, and he thinks it very creditable 
that she vot only escaped from the superior 
Japanese force, but inflicted considerable damage 
upon the Yoshing a0 well. There wore 13 kill d 
and 33 seaniet on the 7sfymen, and it was an 
unfortenate that shes was no doctor on 
board, nor any provision made In the way of 

From Wel-hal-wel the Tsfynen went 
to Port Arthur to repair, remaining there abont 
three wee's. 

Mr, Hoffmann’s account of the battle off the 
YValoo on the 17th of September is noteworhy 
as being the Gret direct testimony, we have yet 
had as to ‘he doings of the 7'nynen on that day. 
Tt will be resdily recalled that ber commander, 
‘Captain Fong, bas been decaritated for cowar- 
y, bat Mr. Hoffmann's testimony

hastily repalred, Capt. Fong was ordered ta 
Talienwan Bay to take the cungsof the stranded 
Kuangcehia, tn which he did nytiucceed. Mr, 
Hoffmann refused to go in the sftp In her then 
condition, and tis connecifon with her ceased. 
Seven men were killed on the 7siysven during the 
fight. Though admitting the s*iousness of the 
gans belng damaged, Mr. Hoffmann yet belteved 
that Captain Fono made a mistake In. leaving 
too soon, An enquiry was subsequently held 
Into the case, the resale of which wae that 
Captain Fong was beheaded,” Mr, Hoffmann 
did ot see the execution, but bearing something 
about It be ran round to Fong's house. When 
he reached there, Fong had been decapitated. 
The men of the 7sfyuen stitched the head. on 
to the body, washed and dressed it, and placed 
it In w coffin, - ae 

In the course of conversation Mr. Hoffmann 
readily admis the serlous blow the Chinese 
navy received in the batle off the Yaloo, 
although be can hardly believe thatthe Japanese 
escaped so Uphtly asthey represent. Tho gh 
the Chinese vessels that remaln form a force to 
be reckoned with, Mr. Hoffmano regards them 
as sadiy hendicapn d by the overwhelming 
atrength which the Japanese cao bring against 
them, and for this reason he cannot underatand

THE JAPANESE.

A HISTORICAL PARALLEL, 


A correspontent in Tokyo writes the follow- 
Ing interesting and suggestive letter to the sub- 
sidised organ of the Japanese Government, the 
Fapan Mail, under date the ith, lost.

Napoleon crossed the Niemen at Koono on 
24th June, 1812, with bia “Grand Army" of 
600,coo men and 1,200 guns, It was commanded 
by well known generals of tried: ability, sach 


as Ney, Davoust, Augereau, Murat, St, Cyr, | 


Grouchy, and Desalx, 
The Russian forces opposed to him numbered 
only 215,000 men, Their commanders .were 
unknown to fame. 4 ne 
He croased the Niemen without resistance and 
the Russlans fell back on Smolensk, exbaustin, 
Ane country ofall supplics and Iaking away 
orses, ; 


to rest hie army there, he had forthwith begun 
his. retarn march upon Smolensk. He could 
have effected hie retreat without difficulty up to 
2tst September, or even a few days later ; for he 
might then have aelected a line through districta 


.that bad not been devastated. He might have 


chosen bis magaztoes, whilst he continued to 
threaten Rosela with a fresh Invasion the 
following year, leaving her for the present wilh 


her anclent capital destroyed, many of her. best 


towns ru'ned, and the impotence of her generals 
aad armice to resist his advance clearly demon- 
strated tothe world. ® = 

All those whose sympathies are with Japan, 
must hope that the lessons taught by that 
invasion have not been taught fo vain.
